Washington, Dec. ll. — Opposition 
to the house Emergency Tariff bill 
and to the passage at this session of 
the soldier's bonus bill was indicated 
today by Senator Penrose, of Penn- 
sylvania, chairman of the senate fin- 
ance committee, who returned to 
Wahington yesterday after an ab- 
sence of nearly a year occasioned by 
serious illness. 

Senator Penrose, in a talk with 
newspaper correspondents at his hotel 
I announced an early meeting of the 
I finance committee, probably Monday 
to consider the emergency tariff 
measure designed as an aid to farm- 
ers and other industry during the 
present period of descending prices 

"I don't look with any amount of 
enthusiasm on anv emergency tariff 
legislation." said the senator. "I think 
that he ariff and revenue are quesions 
that ought to be taken up as a whole 
in a careful, thoughtful, dignified way, 
after full conference with the presi- 
dentelect and whoever may be secre- 
tary of the treasury." 

Senator Penrose was asked whether 
he agreed with statements that high 
tariff would restrict trade with Eu- 
■ rope, limiting Europe's capacity to 
, pav indebtedness to America. 

"There is a good deal in that." he 
| answered "We can't expect foreign 
I nations to pay off their debts to 
| America if we don't give them an 
j opportunity to trade with us. War 
| conditions wake it very difficult to 
fram a science bill." 

Bonus and Revenue Linked. 
"I believe in doing something for 
the soldier that will meet condition! 
and be satisfactory to them." 

He added, however, in response to 
a question as to whether the bonus 
legislation would be pressed at this 
session that bonus legislation was 
"very intimately involved with the 
| questions of raising revenue and the 
tax bill " 

Senator Penrose said there was 
wide sentiment among business in- 
terests against any tariffs that would 
curb American commerce 

"I am as strong a tariff man as 
ever," the senator continued, "but I 
am not prepared to vote for any par- 
ticular measure. *V\'e can't expect 
nearly as much revenue from tariff 
as from direct taxation." 

The finance committee chairman 
said he had "no ideas" regarding the 
make-up of President-elect Harding's 
cabinet that he was not suggesting 
any names and was taking no part in 
cabinet considerations. 

"That is a matter that 1 have al- 
ways regarded as personal to the 
president," he added. 

Thinks Congress Will Dictate 

The senator declared he had not 
taken any particular interest in she 
discussions at Marion regarding fu- 
ture international relations. 

"I don't think it matter much in 
that respect, who is secretary of 
state." said the senator, "for I think 
congres will blaze the way, particular- 
ly the senate, and 1 don't think con- 
gress will take any program from any 
secretary of state, no matter who he 
may be." 

The Pennsylvania senate declared 
the country was facing "some of the 
biggest problems ever encountered" 
and that it would take the combined 
wisdom to meet the situation. m 

Senator Knox, of Pennsylvania, 
who returned today from Marion, 
called on Senator Penrose, who to- 
morrow will receive members of the 
Pennsylvania delegation in congress 
and other friends 

Senator Penrose said he planned to 
go to the capitol frequently in con- 
nexion wtfh the business of the fin- 
ance committee. 



Hops did not go down and out with

growing in this country, the war re- 
moved European competition in Ku- 
I ropean markets and thus I profitable 
: market abroad was provided The ex- 
tent of a restoration of Europe's hops 
I production and consumption may con- 
ceivably affect the size of the future;

ciencv in farming operations, result- 
ing from the use of new and better 
machinery and the application of 
scientific knowledge, has consistently 
lowered the demand for labor in cer- ; 
tain kinds of farm work." W hen Mr 
Farmer buys a tractor plough one of 
his sons may be free to go to the city 
where he perhaps goes to work in a 
tractor factory. When that happens j 
the farmer's son is still working for 
the soil. 

But the main reason for the proces- ; 
sion from the farm to the city is the ' 
fact, as Secretary Meredith remarks, 
that "the increased standards of liv- 
ing of the American people as a whole 
have caused a great expansion of all 
indutries centring in cities; and the in- 
dustrial bid for workers accelerated 
by conditions during and immediately 
following the war. has been a strong 
magnet exerting a pull upon worker.-, 
in agriculture " The war made tine 
jobs in machine shops and shipwaid- 
for young men But there was the 
wilier and more permanent economic 
change to which Mr Meredith refers: 
the great national demand for the 
luxuries that have become necessities 
If the farmer and his wife wished 
phonographs, electric light plants, 
steam heaters and porcelain tubs — 
and they are as much entitled to them 
as anybody is — the factories had to j 
have men to make these things: so 
they called for the farm boys to come • 
and share the prosperous farmer's 
money. 

The country, however, must have 
its farms, and plenty of them. "When 
American agriculture begins to lose 
ground." says Secretary Meredith, j 
"the political stability of the nation i 
is endangered." The farm must not J 
lose its balance and that balance is 
no easy trick to keep. Last year j 
there were planted in the United 
States, for'every head of its popula- | 
tion. an acre of corn, half an acre 
of wheat, two-fifths of an acre of oats 
What with minor grains and pota- 
toes, tobacco and cotton, more than 
ten acres for every family were under 
culitivation. Of course we do not use 
all of this, but we must have it. as an 
exporter of food, to keep the scales of 
international trade from tilting a- 
gainst us. 

The farmer is confronted now not 
only with labor shortage but with a 
falling market The drop in prices, 
however, is something which is ob- 
served in all lines of business; and if 
the farmer takes in Ic^s money he 
will also pay out less for materials. 
Dulness in the factories will return, 
to some extent, his missing labor. 
This however, will be only a tempor- 
ary cure for the help problem. When 
the pendulum in the factories swing 
back to prosperity we shall see the 
young men again leaving the plough 
for the bench. For a peimaneut 
remedy for the labor shortage on the 
farms we shall have to turn to some- 1 
thing which Secretary Meredith does; 
not suggest. This is the admission of, 
the class of immigrants from the nor- 1 
thern countries of Europe which has, 
pioved itself of wonderful ■ 
American agriculture

IOWA DISCOVER STILLS 



As a result of the phenomenal ad 

vance in Iowa land values during the 
spring and summer of 1010, the 
('lilted Mates I )epa r t n i< nt of Agrirul 

ture. in cooperation with the Iowa 
State College of Agrictrittre, made an 
investigation, which 'hows that the 
prices at which farm land was sold in 
many sections of thai State were too 
high to justify the returns which can 
be made from it It u;is found that 
the average value of Iowa farm lands 
increased $101 per acre in the five 
years from 1010 to 1000, and that $(t.t 
of this increase occurred between 
March HMO and March I000j. the 
twelfth month including the period of 
the boom Over 00 per cent of the 
buyers and over M per cent of the 
sellers were farmers, while, contrary 
to general belief perhaps, less than 7 
per cent of the buyers and but a little 
over II per cent of the sellers were 
real estate men. The facts relative to 
the percent of return on investment 
in these lands which were brought out 
make it clear that they a.e valued in 
excess of their earning capacity The 
investigators point out that with land 
paying but :i per cent on capitaliza- 
tion, and loans running at I per cent 
or more, buying a farm on a large 
margin of credit is a difficult under- 
taking for the farmer of average ab- 
ility as a manager.

Has Neither Material Nor 
Morale For Offensive Says 
Paris Editor. 

Paris. 'Ian — -"Germany today does 
not endanger peace," writes Jean Her- 
bette. foreign editor of the Temps, in 
j an article devoted to both the mili- 

i tary and economic conditio na across 
I the Rhine. If. Herbette has been trav- 
eling through Germany for some time 

gathering material % 
j "The most competent persons, 
speaking for the Allies." he contin- 
ues, "affirm that Germany is material- 
ly incapable of commencing a great 
war witnin a goodly number of years " 
Disarmament. M far as artillery is 
concerned, he says, is proceeding sat- 
isfactory. "The member of cannon 
delivered is in the neighborhood of 
38,000 and about six-sevenths now 
have been destroyed On the other 
hand Germany is far from having sur- 
rendered enough rifles (hardly 3,000.- 
(»(»()) and machine guns." Disarming of 
the civil population, now going on, is 
expected to yield better results 

Dismantling of the German navy by 
the British, also is in progress "and 
is being carried on with exceptional 
vigor." 

"In addition to all this." comments 
M. Herbette. "the prestige of the mili- 
tary has fallen imbelievely low be- 
yond the Rhine" Organizations of 
former officers, he says, are being 
formed constantly, and Germans, if 
they wished war. would tind officers 
to lead them, but, except in Kavaria 
and possibly Last 1'russia. these as- 
sociations are isolated and "growing 
rusty." 

To illustrate how the military spirit 
persists, he tells of a young lieutenant 
he knows who puts on his uniform 
and wears all his decorations at break- 
last, but who does not appear in uni- 
form in public. 

"The masses of workers," he adds, 
"suffered too greatly during the war 
either at the front or by the priva- 
tions behind the lines, not to detest 
the military regime, which in return 
for all their sacrifices brought only a 
disaster without parallel. One can say 
without exaggeration that the popula- 
tion of the industrial regions ib pro- 
foundly antimilitarist 

"Germany has then, neither the ma- 
terial nor the morale required for a 
vast offensive She could only under- 
take upon occasion small military op- 
erations upon her eastern and south- 
eastern frontiers But her western 
neighbors would stop her quickly, 
and she knows it. 

"In the last analysis, the peace of 
Europe depends only upon the Al- 
lies

In spite of the SO -called "crime 
wave" which in certain cities has as- 
sumed so prominent a place in the 
public pies- during recent weeks the 
year IMO will probably be the most 
favorable one on record for homicide 
among insured wage earners In the 
Industrial department of this company 
the death rate for this cause for the 
period January 1. to December 18, 
1030, reached the comparatively low 
level of .v.". per 100,000. This is a de- 
cline of over 30 per cent from the 

rate of 1*10, which was 1.0: These in-

With the close of a dull House 
session he passed the mark for length 
of service set by Justin Smith Morrill 
Vermont, who as Senator and Repre- 
sentative, served 43 years, nine 
months and 24 days The ex-Speaker 
will begin tomorrow adding new time 
to his own record, with the hope of 
reaching the ripe old age of 104) and 
beating Gladstone's record of N years 
in the British House of Commons 

"Uncle Joe's" achievement will be 
celebrated in the House tomorrow, 
with Champ Clark, himself a veteran, 
who retires March 4, leading 1 trie 
speaking ceremonies Mr. Cannon also 
will speak, and many of the older 
members will ask time for a few re- 
marks. 

Walking about the corridors of the 
Capitol today chewing his long black 
cigar. Mr. Cannon told a friend there 
was no use in offering a little advice 
to younger Representatives because 
somebody else always is thinking up 
smart things and attributing them to 
him. The remark, charged to Mr 
Cannon that they put spurs on the 
heels of Army officers to keep their 
feet from slipping off the desk, was 
never uttered bv him. 

"But what's the use?" he asked. 

Counting his victory in the recent 
landslide. Mr. Cannon has been elect- 
ed to Congress M times. He is now 
ending the 44th year of service. First 
elected in 1872, he has just kept com- 
ing to Congress ever since, with the 
exception of two bad Novembers, 
when his people failed to return him 
On May 7, next, he will be 8.". years 
old Few of his friends remember 
that he was born at Guilford.

Washington. Jan. .1 — Further de- 
cline in prices, coupled with increased 
unemployment accompanied the coun- 
try's continued progress in business 
readjustment during December, ac- 
cording to the monthly review of 
general business and financial condi- 
tions issued tonight by the federal 
reserve board. 

The price decline during the month 
was placed at ■ 1-5 per cent by the 
board, which added the observation 
that the decrease in prices was mainly 
confined to commodities which had 
shown a decline previously rather 
than an extension of price cutting to 
other industries 

Reduced business activity, the board 
stated, cut operations in many lines 
from 40- per cent to 7.1 per cent of 
normal and brought accompanying 
unemployment. The shrinkage of de- 
mand, the hoard reported also was 
responsible for wage cuts running as 
high as per cent in some lines. 

Banking power, on the other hand 
was well maintained the board as- 
serted, normal credit accommodation 
extended to legitimate business, the 
reserve ratio growing stronger and 
inter-reserve borrowing in part li- 
quidated. With liquidation of loans 
at the member banks beginning the 
board forecast better conditions.

Lexington, Ky., Dec .10. — Kentucky 
produced' one-third of the tobacco 
crop of the United States in 1010 and 
more than' one-fifth of the crop of 
the world, according to figures set out 
in the preliminary report of the cost 
of the production of tobacco in 1010 
a complied by W. D. Nichells and W. 
F. Peck. The report quotes the year 
book of the United States department 
of agriculture as stating that the 
world production of tobacco in 1013, 
the last year for which figures are 
available, as 2.153.305,000 pounds. The 
produation of the United States in 
t»10 was 1.380,448.000 pounds, and for 
Kentucky 485,500,000 pounds 

The production by states in 1010 
was: Kentucky. 450,500,000; North 
Carolina. 310,240,000; Virginia, 131.- 
100.000; Tennessee, 88,000.000; South 
Carolina. 81.000,000; Ohio, 77,400,000; 
Wisconsin, tlO.OOO.OOO; Pennsylvania, 
54.120.000; Connecticut. 39,000.000; 
iana. 15.2 15,000; West Virginia. 10.- 
Maryland. 10.575.000; Georgia, 1H.430.- 
000; Massachusetts, 15.400,000; Ind- 
500.000; Florida, 3,M0,0M; Missouri, 
3.500,000; New York. 3.483.000; Ala- 
bama. 1.890.000; Illinois. 525,000; Ark- 
ansas, 450.000; Louisiana. 174.000. The 
total value of the crop for the nation 
was $542,547,000 with the value of the 
Kentucky crop fixed at $174,383,000 

The 1920 crop of Burley tobacco 
in Kentucky was 230.500,000 pounds, 
average of 859 pounds per acre, ac- 
cording to figures given out here to- 
night by the Burley Tobacco Grow- 
ers' association, based on the mail 
census of the crop taken by the as- 
sociation, and the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 

The average cost per pound was 
estimated at 36 cents, based on . n 
estimate of $300 per acre, made by the 
Experiment Station, University of 
Kentucky. 

A special estimate given the as- 
sociation bv the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture placed the world 
Bu'Iey tobacco crop at 237.000,300 
pounds for 1920, as compared with 
320,000.000 pounds for 1919.
